Letter to Wife Says He Has

Jarvis, Ont., Mar. 23—Excitement is 
at fever, heat in this village and vi- 
cinity over the disappearance of J. 
Y. Murdock, for fourteen years a 
practising barrister, respected citizen 
and prominent church worker here. 
Murdock was last seen in the village 
two weeks ago. It was nearly a week 
later before his absence began to at- 
tract attention. Then it was learned 
that he had mutlcted the people of 
Jarvis and surrounding country of a 
sum of money ranging from $25,000 
to $70,000. Bogus notes and mort- | 
gages and thefts of cold cash In am- | 
ounts ranging from a few hundred 
dollars to seveyal thousands, are laid 
at the door of Murdock, People in 
this village alone, it is claimed, have 
lost $16,000. 


Manipulated Mortgages. | 


Here are two typical cases alleged 
against Murdock, Thomas Bartlett, 
of Cheapside, borrowed $1,100 three 
years ago from Murdock on a mort- 


gage. Murdock about the same time 
sold the mortgage to Morgan How- 
son. It read for $1,400

$1,100, and this amount Howson paid 

for it. Bartlett has receipts to show 

that he paid up the last of the $1,100 

last fall. 

John Walters, of Jarvis, bought a 
mortgage from Murdock for $1,200, 
purporting to be on the property of 
Daniel Kindry, of Nanticoke, After 
the disappearance of Murdock, Walt- 
ers looked the matter up. Kindry 
said he gave no mortgage. 

Secretary of School Board. 

Murdock was secfetary of the 
school board for several years and 
collected about $1,000, it is said, in 
fees, from non-resident pupils. The 
pupils got receipts but it is stated 
that they are not credited on the 
bookd@ with the payments. Today Mr. 
3ourne received a message from a 
firm in Hamilton to whom Murdock is 
stated to be indebted to the extent of 
$7,000, It is said another firm in 
Harriston is a large creditor, 


Left Letters in Safe, 


On Friday, following Murdock's de- 
parture, Mrs. Murdock sent to Toron- 
to for their son and when he arrived 
they opened the safe in the office, 
‘There, it is said, they found a letter 
addressed to each stating that hus- 
band and father had left Jarvis not 
to return. Another letter was ad- 
dressed to the rector of the Anglican 
church severing connection with the 
parish. So far Murdock’s creditors 
have found little property on which 
to lay their hands, The bailiff has 
taken charge of the household goods 
and there are several parcels of land 
in Jarvis in Murdock's name. These, 
however, are believed to be heayily 
mortgaged, Samuel Lindsay, solicitor,
